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Doctors of Long Ago

In those years just prior to 
World War I, our little village 
of 1,000 people always had at 
least three doctors. By 
today’s standards, that would 
mean Sierra Madre should 
have at least 30 practicing 
physicians. Of course, health 
care then was so different 
than today it is almost impos¬ 
sible to realize the changes 
that have taken place. 
Today’s doctors see patients 
all day long in their offices, 
and their time is closely 
scheduled. The doctors of 
that far away time went to see 
their patients, and in those 
pre-automobile days the doc¬ 
tors went on foot to see ailing 
people in town, but a call 
from out in the country meant 
a horse and buggy from the 
livery stable, and if the 
weather was bad, one call 
might consume the entire 
day. It was a slow-paced way 
of life in many ways. One 
thing the doctors of those 
times never had to worry 
about was the all-consuming 
paperwork of his modern 
counterpart. We knew of life 
insurance but never health 
insurance. Health insurance 
is a wonderful thing, but it has 
created a Frankenstein mon¬ 
ster of paperwork, and added 
greatly to the cost. 

Of our three doctors. Doc¬ 
tor Allen was the elder states- 
men. Tall, always well- 
dressed and with moustache 
neatly trimmed, he looked 
more like a big city doctor. 
He was part owner of the lo¬ 
cal drugstore, something that 
would not be permitted tcxlay. 
Doctor Coe looked, acted, 
and spoke just what he 
was...a rough-as-a-cob coun¬ 
try doctor. He was a big man 
and had a vocabulary of cuss 
words to match. But like so 
many men of blustery de¬ 


meanor, he was soft as mush 
inside. I remember him burst¬ 
ing into tears when he told my 
father that his son was dying 
in an upstairs bedroom. He 
wept because he could do 
nothing for a fine young man, 
only 25 years of age. 

The third doctor, Ben¬ 
jamin Childs, was an enigma. 
A generation younger than 
the others, he may have had 
later and better training. He 
was very tall, had bony fea¬ 
tures and had a gangling, 
loose-jointed physique. He 
was, so I was told, extraordi¬ 
narily bright and had a genius 
for correct diagnosis. But he 
had an unexplainable fault. 
He would take a case, spot the 
trouble and prescribe a series 
of treatments, and then seem 
to lose interest in the patient. 
Many of the townspeople 
preferred Dr. Childs to the 
other two physicians, but 
were afraid to seek his help. 
Somehow he stayed in busi¬ 
ness. I was his patient just 
once. Recovering from scar¬ 
let fever I was listless, terribly ' 
tired and had no appetite. 
When I told him I had no ap¬ 
petite, he exploded. “That's a 
hell of a note. I’ll give you 
something that will make you 
eat.” He gave me a bottle of 
noxious green liquid and said, 
‘Take two tablespoons a day, 
and tell your dad to give me 
a dollar when he sees me.” 
Whatever that horrible liquid 
was, it worked. I started to eat 
like two horses. , 

Later in the spring my 
family saw another side of 
Dr. Childs. My brother 
Claude, the second son, just 
past his 25th birthday, was 
sinking into a coma in an up¬ 
stairs bedroom. Our family 
doctor. Dr. Coe, had already 
told us the bad news, that it 
was just a matter of hours. 
Night came, with the family 
in a state of combined tension 


and shock. There was a soft 
tap at the door, and there 
stood Dr. Childs. He asked to 
come in and of course he was 
more than welcome. He went 
upstairs and sat down by the 
dying boy’s bed, taking one 
of the wasted hands in his. He 
talked gently and soothingly 
to my distraught parents and 
tearful sister. At last, my 
younger brother and I were 
told to go to bed in our room 
across the hall. In spite of the 
situation, we fell asleep. At 
six in the morning my sister 
was standing by our bed. 
“Claude has left us.” I went 
to the sickroom door. Dr. 
Childs was still there, his 
face a mask of sorrow, and 
he was holding the dead 


boy’s hand in life. 

Such was life and death in 
those faraway days when the 
doctor, the family and the 
patient were so closely tied 
together. Because of the 
closeness, I am sure the doc¬ 
tors felt acute sorrow when a 
patient such as Claude was 
lost in spite of their best ef¬ 
forts. They rejoiced when 
they were successful and 
grieved when death was the 
victor. I have been very lucky 
in my long life. The physi¬ 
cians who have attended me 
have all been first class and 
I thank them for their help. 
But when I think of those 
country doctors of long ago, 
my eyes mist and I say a si¬ 
lent prayer.

While the presidential pri¬ 
mary debates are focussed on 
the flat tax, balancing the 
budget and job-creation, it’s 
important to remember that 
the first job of the President is 
as commander-in-chief of the 
military and director of U.S. 
foreign policy. While Bosnia 
is in the news, brewing events 
in Russia and Asia are likely 
to have a greater long-term 
impact on our nation’s future. 

It is hard to fully appreci¬ 
ate the changes brought about 
by the dissolution of the “Evil 
Empire” Soviet Union and 
marxist totalitarianism. Just a 
decade ago the fear of nuclear 


war was a part of American 
life. Managing the Cold War 
was unquestionably the 
President’s first job. Now, it’s 
hard to convince people that 
the President of the United 
States is the most powerful 
person in the world, or that 
holding the key to the U.S. 
nuclear arsenal remains a 
massive responsibility that 
should only be conferred to 
experienced and trustworthy 
hands. 

The recent parliamentary 
elections in Russia revealed 
widespread public disaffec¬ 
tion with the short-term re¬ 
sults of economic reform. At 
the same time, it appears that 
enough of the Russian people 
do not want to turn back the 
clock. The communists and 
nationalists that did well in

“I had a defective starter replaced 
on my late ’70s Chevrolet but I’m 
still having problems. Now a loud, 
grinding noise begins when I turn 
the key. The car still won't start. 
Does that mean the starter is just 
bad or does the car have more 
problems?” 

Perhaps the new starter is defective but 
your problem could also be the ring 
gear. When you turn your ignition key, 
a small gear in the starter turns a larger 
gear called a ring gear or flywheel 
which is attached to the crankshaft. If 
the ring gear or flywheel teeth are worn, 
the new starter will spin or touch the 
larger gear just enough to make that 
grinding sound. To check, come on in 
and we'll see if the fan or lower 
crankshaft pulley spins when the 
ignition is turned on. If it doesn't turn or 
just barely moves, you probably need to 
have the ring gear replaced.

some were former patients. 

Dr. Baruch, a cardiac spe¬ 
cialist, coordinated the open 
house with Judy Stanton of 
Methodist Hospital. Heart- 
healthy refreshments were 
also served that evening. 

Before a panel discussion 
took place in the auditorium, 
a demonstration of equipment 
was given outside by a mem¬ 
bers of the Arcadia para¬ 
medic team. Amazingly 
enough, an EKG can now be 
faxed from the paramedic 
truck to the hospital, so that 
rescue of a heart patient is that 
much faster and effective, 
according to the paramedic 
staff. 

The second hour of the 
event featured a panel discus¬ 
sion, where several members 
of the hospital medical staff 


spoke. 

“Heart attack (acute Myo¬ 
cardial Infarction) is the lead¬ 
ing cause of death in the 
U.S.,” explained Dr. Baruch. 
The good news is that these 
numbers have decreased in 
recent years as doctors have 
developed new solutions in 
combating heart disease. 

Dr. Agron from Methodist 
Hospital’s E.R. stressed the 
fact that people suffering 
from chest pains should call 
911 right away, and not wait. 
Slides were shown, depicting 
a heart patient beginning with 
the 911 call to diagnosis and 
treatment at the hospital. 

Thursday’s open house 
was very informative, and an 
ideal opportunity for the com¬ 
munity to get information 
“straight from the horse’s 
mouth” on heart disease.

Arcadia is not as afflu¬ 
ent as it once was. But, 
contrary to current rumors, 
Arcadia is not broke; 
Arcadia could go broke; 
Arcadia does not have to go 
broke. We have options 
and opportunities that 
make us unique among cit¬ 
ies. 

Arcadia citizens are not 
accustomed to hearing 
terms such as ‘deficit¬ 
spending,’ ‘budget woes,’ 
and ‘cutbacks’ relating to 
our city. Until the present 
decade revenues exceeded 
expenditures, generally by 
several million dollars. The 
City lived accordingly. 
Life was good. 

Along about 1991 the 
recession hit. Things 
started to go downhill and 
the decline has continued. 
A number of things have 
happened within the City, 
but many of the impacts re¬ 
sulting in our future prob¬ 
lems have nothing to do 
with what is happening lo¬ 
cally. 

It is important to under¬ 
stand that in an effort to re¬ 
solve its own fiscal prob¬ 
lems, the State of Califor¬ 
nia has shifted property 
taxes, reallocated monies, 
taken monies away from 
the City, and eliminated 
certain kinds of monies for¬ 
merly available to the City. 
The State has also autho¬ 
rized the County to bill the 
City for items it never paid 
for before. 

If the City were not 
faced with trying to resolve 
the financial problems of

the State and County, as it 
has been called upon to do, 
the City would be in fine 
shape. It could have dealt 
with the recession and all 
the problems encountered 
and still had enough money 
for operations, plus money 
set aside for additional in¬ 
frastructure improvements. 

At a recent council 
meeting, James Dale, the 
administrative services di¬ 
rector, stated that if the 
City does not find new rev¬ 
enue sources in the future, 
there are real concerns that 
ultimately the service lev¬ 
els to the citizens will have 
to be reduced. Despite 
some encouraging eco¬ 
nomic news, the City con¬ 
tinues to face serious prob¬ 
lems. 

The City manager 
pointed out that when the 
revenue history and expen¬ 
diture history are com¬ 
pared, it can be seen that, 
on a conservative basis,^ if 
the trends in both catego¬ 
ries continue, there is a 
breaking point. 

The trends and projec¬ 
tions are not all gloom and 
doom, but they do not paint 
a very pretty picture. 
Elected officials and City 
staff, business and resi¬ 
dents are going to have to 
get out the watercolors and 
go to work. 

We can remain proud 
peacocks. We must not be¬ 
come ostriches with our 
heads buried from the 
facts.

Unfortunately, guilt is something that most of us have to 
deal with on a daily basis. We’re all thrown in the cement 
mixer of life and we’re mixed in with the congealing agent 
that hardens the cement. That congealing agent is our old 
friend sin. God is infinitely more serious about sin than we are. 
Genesis 4 tells us that sin is crouching at your door: it desires 
to have you, but you musi master it. God is fully aware of the 
disastrous effect of sin.

SOME LENTEN REGULATIONS 

ABSTINENCE: Abstinence from eating meat is to be ob¬ 
served on Ash Wednesday and all the Fridays of Lent. All 
Catholics are bound by the law of the church to abstain from 
meat on the designated days after their 14th birthday. 

FASTING: The church’s law of fast binds during Lent on 
Ash Wednesday and during the Easter Triduum on Good Fri¬ 
day. The law of fasting obliges from the day after one’s 18th 
birthday until the day after one’s 59th birthday. Fasting means 
that one full meatless meal per day may be eaten. Two other 
meatless meals may be taken sufficient to maintain strength, 
but together they should not equal a full meal. If health or 
ability to work are affected, fasting does not oblige. Private, 
self-observed fasting on all the weekdays of Lent is strongly 
recommended. 

FURTHER LENTEN OBSERVANCE: As is traditional, 
increased opportunity to participate in the Eucharistic liturgy and 
in the Sacrament of Penance are provided. Devotions such as 
Stations of the Cross, Holy Hour, and Exposition of the Blessed 
Sacrament and Benediction are encouraged. The traditional pri¬ 
vate practices of increased prayer, reading of Scripture, spiri¬ 
tual reading, aims giving, personal self-denial in food and drink, 
increased care and service to the sick and needy are suggested.

Human nature is prone toward injus¬ 
tice and we need to be alert to it in ourselves as well. The fear 
of Roman judgment filled the heart of the Roman officer, and 
well it should have. However, there is a higher court which 
both he and all of us should fear and order our lives accord¬ 
ingly. The proverb is still true; “the fear of God is the begin¬ 
ning of wisdom.”

Sid Danenhauer, 
Boiler, Industry 
Leader, Succunibs 
to Stroke 

Sid Danenhauer, Chair¬ 
man and Chief Executive 
Officer of Parker Boiler 
Company died February 19, 
19% from complications re¬ 
sulting from a recent stroke. 

Sid was bom October 9, 
1916 in the small mining 
town of Clifton, Anzona. In 
1934, after a successful high 
school career he attended the 
University of Arizona on a 
full track scholarship. He par¬ 
ticipated in the US Olympic 
track and field trials in Los 
Angeles until an injury forced 
his withdrawal. After gradu¬ 
ating with a degree in busi¬ 
ness in 1938,Danenhauer 
joined the purchasing depart¬ 
ment of Phelps-Dodge. Two 
years later, he joined his 
uncle in California, as a part¬ 
ner in the Parker Boiler Com¬ 
pany. Mr. Danenhauer was 
president from 1947 to 1982 
and was elected chairman of 
the board in 1963. He served 
in this capacity until just a 
week before his death. 

Under his leadership the 
Parker Boiler Company has 
become a multi-million dollar 
company and he is recog¬ 
nized as an industry pioneer 
and leader. Danenhauer 
helped develop the original 
water tube steam boiler, the 
famous Parker H Drum 
boiler, and the new Low Nox 
boilers. 

The motto at Parker Boiler 
is “Never a Compromise for 
Quality or Safety”. Sid 
Danenhauer applied this 
motto to his company and to 
his own personal life. He was 
very concerned about boiler 
and pressure vessel safety 
and was actively involved 
with many industry and pro¬ 
fessional organizations that 
promoted product and em¬ 
ployee safety.

“I think someone who wants to bring assault weapons back 
into the community doesn’t speak to the problem of urban 
decay and decline,” Levering said. “I think somebody who 
wants to cut back on education doesn’t understand what we’re 
going to have to do in order to move through this period of 
transition and come out victorious on the other side.” 

He feels that Dreier has also used the excuse of the deficit 
to cut back on programs that were either not in his or the Re¬ 
publican Party’s interest, such as the cuts in public radio and 
television. 

Levering stressed in a speech that as trustees of the com¬ 
munity, citizens and residents must take responsibility for the 
common good. 

“The government is not the enemy,” Levering said in a 
release, “but an instrument that we can use to ease the tran¬ 
sition into the information age just as the Progressives 
bridged their transition from agriculture to industry. Judi¬ 
cious investment in our people can stimulate growth and 
bring down the debt.”

in house position may make 
the process easier. 

“Management of the film 
companies when they are in 
town are just part of the prob¬ 
lem. The other part is that 
when they are here, that a lot 
of times, they are real pests.” 
said Councilman Gary 
Adams. “I think that a lot of 
the people in Sierra Madre 
deal with that very well, “ 
Adams said of traffic prob¬ 
lems caused by film crews. 
“But there are times when 
you need to be someplace.” 

In rebuttal, Stolkin- 
Archiletta suggested in creat¬ 
ing an agreement which fo¬ 
cuses on guidelines and pro¬ 
cedures that could be at¬ 
tached to the film permit. 
These procedures would have 
to be agreed upon and signed 
by the film company before 
they were issued a permit for 
filming. A similar agreement 
could be drafted and sent to 
residents affected by the film¬ 
ing location. The administra¬ 
tion of these forms would fall 
under the duties of the film 
coordinator. 

Gilda Martin, Administra- 
tive Assistant at Alverno 


High School, spoke on the 
necessity of filming at the 
school. “As you well know, 
economic cutbacks are mak¬ 
ing private education a hard¬ 
ship for many families. 
Therefore it is imperative that 
we have the revenue from 
filming to provide subsidiz¬ 
ing for this tuition.” 

During the past few 
months, Alverno High 
School has implemented 
strict rules for filming on the 
school grounds. All parking 
will be on the grounds or will 
be at a rented location. Fire 
personnel will arrive at 6:30 
AM to document when the 
first film truck arrives. Film 
Companies are required to 
pay for a Sierra Madre Police 
Officer to remain on the 
grounds during the shoot. 
The officer will monitor the 
film crew and document ar¬ 
rival and departure times. 

In the summer, the high 
school hopes to hire a full 
time security guard to remain 
on campus for all events. The 
security guard will carry a 
beeper and the number will 
be given to surrounding 
neighbors in case a problem 
should arise. “We want you
